For cut-flower purposes it is nothing like as good or profitable as Harrisi even at Easter, as a crop of 
Harrisi can be grown in almost half the time it requires to flower a crop of Longiflorum, while twice as many 
plants of Harrisi can be grown in the same space. Nevertheless, for pot plants for HKaster it will still be 
largely grown. 

Florists will find our Bermuda-grown Longiflorums very superior to tny home-grown bulbs, or those pro- 
curable from any other source, as the soil and climate in Bermuda seem adapted to their perfect development.
